SUBJECT: Technical ELINT Requirement Satisfaction 


REFERENCE: Priorities for ELINT Guidance (PEG) Working Group Report to 
SIGINT Overhead Reconnaissance Subcommittee (SORS), 
dated 1 June 1982 | 25X14 


1, The referenced report (copies of which have been forwarded to your 
office representatives) is prepared annually to describe the response to 
Technical ELINT requirements by overhead collectors. This year the analysis 
was more detailed than in previous reports in that specific comparisons were 


made of para j uirement satisfaction by function, by collector, and by 
S&T Center. 


2. On the face of it, the results are not encouraging. However, while 
the report indicates a possible problem, it does not suggest a cause. Under 
the aegis of the SORS, the PEG Working Group establishes Technical ELINT 
requirements, but can only determine which of those requirements are satisfied 
from the product reports that are posted to the DIA Electronic Intelligence 
Requirements Capabilities Management System (ERCMS). They cannot ascertain 
whether a low satisfaction rate results from difficulties in collection, 
analysis or reporting; or from some combination thereof. There is also the 
possibility that limitations intrinsic to the methodology used in preparing 


aes eas produced results that are disproportionate to actual achievement. 
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3. In order to illuminate the subject, I propose to establish a SIGINT 
Committee working group to assess this situation. In the first phase of their 
efforts the group will review the data and methodology used in the PEG 
Report. In the second phase the group will survey the flow of Technical ELINT 
from collection through processing to production to determine why the 
requirement satisfaction rate is low and what might be done to improve it. 


Your support for this effort is solicited. I am ee 25X11
